term she was allowed to rotire. In ten or
twenty years they may get the training that
i« pecessary. In that case women apd men
are lkely to it together in legislative bodles
and work in harmony. Then the woman
will be elected to office not beeause she is a
wottian, but beeause she ix a logislative and
politieal expert qualified to hold her own
with other politieal and legislative experts,
and because she asks no gpecial consideration
on account of her sex,

Senator Marding early in the eampaign
set the women a gond example in politiea)
eonduet when he deelined to make a special
appeal for the votes of the women. He raid
then that he would muke no appeal to any
specinl clawn of the conimunity, for he hoped
to be President of all the people equally
devoted to seenring the rights of all.  Mes.
Piersol and her associates are evidently per-
sunded that ke has taken the proper course,
for they are devating themselves to the work
of preparing the new votern to enter into
thelr new privileges not ns women, but as

AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT

The Journallst and the Archeoclogist
Discuss Art and a Visit Is Made
to the New Hope Colony

I LIRTENED to a good-humored discus-

sion the other day when T was spending
the week-end in Princeton between an art
eritic and a journalist on the limitations of
the art of the archeologist—the man inter-
exted in the history ruther than in the fact
of nrt.

E WERE told to motor to New Hope

from Prineceton vin Pennington and
Washington's Crosging on the Delaware river
and Lambertyille, then te erosg ta the Penn-
svivanin kide and go up the river about a
mile ar vo till we eame to a Gothie houxe,

The way war n delightful way jost in
iteelf.  Pennington, like Lawrenceville and
like Princeton, is built along & ridge, and
when we were at o loss as to which rond to
take to loave it we asked boy after boy whom
we met straggling along the eountry road.
